Tbe total Republican vote when re- 
ceded will probably ahow a falling off, 
ao compared with that for OoTemor 
Black In 1896, of about 14 per rent. In 
the municipality of New York the old 
time Domocratlc majority xraa approx- 
imated. Van W/ek'a vote being about 
80,000 greator than that of the Repub- 
lican candldatai The returns from 
many counties up the state are Incom- 
plete and In some caaei are missing 
altogether. The IndleatliHui being com- 
putattona upon tha flguraa at hand, 
point to a Republican plorallty In the 
counties above the Harlem of about 
100,000, to ofTset which the Democrat* 
can produce only the 80,000 plurality 
of Greater New York. 

The ioldler voto will not be ootmtad 
ontll Dee. 1. but It la not likely that 
the ballots from the camps will ma- 
terially alter the result. There would 
seem to be the sreater probability that 
tha majority for Booaevelt will be In- 
ereased. Tha flgurea en c ongre aa men 
are not acceeslble at this hour, but 
theile ere indications that tbe Demo- 
crats have made soma galas la New 
York' city districts.

Washington. Nov. 9.— A messaga re- 
ceived at tha navy department from 

Captain Crowinshield, thief of navi- 
gation bureau, called attention to tbe 
report that the Spanish cruiser, Maria 
Teresa, bad been seen off Cat Island. 

The c^taia expressed his belief ia 
tbe accuracy of the report and sug- 
gested to the department that the re- 
pair ship Vulcan now at Norfolk, be 
sent at once to make search for tbe 
derelict The department acted at 
once upon the suggestioa. A telegram 
was sent the eommsndant Of the Nor- 
folk navy yard directing irin -to place 
the Vulcan In command of €<B(>t2in Mc- 
Calla, the captain of the rard7«nd send 
her with all dispatch to look for the 
Teresa. A similar order was cabled to 
Captain Converse at Ouantanamo, di- 
recting him to send the big wrecking 
tug Potomac from that place north- 
ward on tbe same quest She goes In 
charge of Commander J. IB. Craven, 
and the department believes that sha 
will be in tbe vicinity of Cat island 
within 36 hours. The Vuican was one 
of tbe vessels which was towing tbe 
Teresa when she was suppoaad to hava 
foundered and tbe department believes 
that she will reach the scene of the 
wrck in about 41 hoora aftr laavlag 
Norfolk. 

Cat island lies about 30 miles ioath- 
west of tha spot whsra the Teresa waa 
last seen, and it is said at the depart- 
ment that If the vessel did not founder 
outright within a few hours after hav- 
ing been cut adrift, she would almost 
certainly fetched upon the shoal beach 
off Cat islcad, for tha wind aad tide 
set directly on the beach. If so, tbe 
location Is not much more favorable 
for saving the ship than the position 
occupied by her off Santiago, where 
tbe bottom wat aavarad with rocks aad 
the wreckers worked at great disad- 
vantage. Captain McCalla was selected 
for the task because of his great en- 
ergy and ability for this partlcu' r 
class of work, aad the officers declare 
that if any man can bring tha TaraoB 
into port ha can. 

Bailee at thm Wae. 

Washington, Nov. 9.— Ordera were 

sent from the navy department to the 
commander uf the L,eonida8 at Norfolk 
to bring that vessel to Washington, so 
that a great quantity of valuable relics 
of the war and partlculary ot the naval 
battle of July 8, may be transferred to 
the national museum here. The Leon- 
Idas has a number of five-Inch rifles 
aboard and all of the ordnance of tbe 
Maria Tereaa, except the big 11-lnch 
turret gnna, which could not ba ra« 
moved without lifting the turrets off 
tbe ship. The museum authorities have 
made arrangements for the display of 
the relics In an advantageous position.

Middletown, Pa., Nov. 9. — Tbe Peaa- 
eylvania railroad oSlciala are arrang- 
ing to make a record in the movamaat 
of tha aorpa south.

LouisviLUC, Ky., November 7 ^Xhe 
most eensationaJ charjie ever delivered 

lO a ^.TiUiiI jury in Louisville was that 
oi Criminal Judxe Barker to the Novem- 
ber body convened to-day. It was a ter* 
rifle arraignment of the city. AmonR 
other things the Judge said: "From my 
own personal observation, I am con- 
vinced that human life is the cheapest 
thiuK in Louisville. I have fi>!ured from 
the punishments meted out that it is 
about $20 per life. Human blood is a 
drug on the market. The poor wretch 
vho breaks a window and steals bread is 
given the limit of punisbmeut, but the 
man who blows off a woman's bea^ or a 
quack who kills a helplesd ^irl, through 
a criminal operation, K^ts oil lightly. 
The people do not seem to cue. It U 
not the fault of the courts or the Prose- 
cuting Attorney. Many times I have le^t 
the OQinrtrooni, sick at heart, because 
some wretch, whom I knew to be ((uilty, 
had gone un whipped of justice." 

Barker tlien culled attention to the in- 
crease of crime and the epidemic wliicb 
seems to have swept over the city in the 
l)a9t two weeks. He or^lcrnl the indict- 
ments against gamblers, which were dis- 
missed Saturday on a tecbnioelity, to I e 
resnbniitted, and stated that he thought 
there is now no gambling in Louisville.
